''Idle I bolicbe the Post's reporting on the assassination investigations i3 by far 
the best of the raa&or media's it falls far short of what I think responsible journalism 
required with $ such a crime and /the refusal of the successor government t> make or permit 
anything like a real investigation to be made. 

Geogge Lardner is the country's best-informed reporter on the subject. 

If he had been at work and on tliis story he would have known, I believe, tliat the 
FBI Communist ^arty office informer was one of the Child3 brothers and that his code 
name in the disclosed FBI refc'ortid is Solo. 

And that he lias the record of making up what he thought the FBI would like. 

Can you look back and believe that when the FBI did a five-volume report on the 
assassination it did not even mention the wound that caused death? 

And that the Post, knowing this, did not mention it? 

I do hope that the time has come when the Post con handle tliis story, one of the 
major storiss of our lifetime, as it ordinarily handles important stories.

I gave Lardner Ms storylsp-~exposing °liver ^tone's dishonesty in claiming Ms movie 
JFK was nonfiction and I was Ms source on most of his stories/ritical of those I have 
alfways ref err to as the House assassins committee. 

Aa Lardner will tell you, I have always given all writing in the field unsupervised 
access to all my records and to our copier.
